.\t the I'ldverslty of I.endon recent- 
ly a lecture was given hy I'r. .loiies on 
the piiiniliuhiliou of Chinese, and in 
the course of Ids reinarlis the spealier 
explaliuHl that the dlttlcnlties of learn 
ing the pronunciation of Chinese, 
tliongli real enough, have l)een rather 
exaggerated by those who have writ 
leu on that subject Wlien treat«sl 
phonetically the language becomes not 
much more difficult lo learn thau Uer 
man or i'reuch 

The chief thing to reinenil>er Is that 
the study of Chinese is a matter of 
singing i-nther than talking. Ur. Jones 
said. In Knglish the variations In 
tone as we talk mean varintituis in ex 
pression. In Chinese variationM in tuDe 
mean totally difTerent words. 

.V little of the Chinese method Is 
present, even in our own language, and 
(lie lecturer pointed out that the siin- I 
pie woid "yes" may be so varied in ' 
t(Uie as to mean "it Is the case." "Of 
course it is tbe case." "It la really su" 
and "It oMj ba ao. bat I'ai aal qalto 
sure." I 
The student w ho w ishes to learn { 
good Chinese must familiai1/.e himself 
jterfectly with at least six tones There 
is a seventh. Imt that may be more or 
leaa left out of ac<'onnt According to , 
the tone iu which they are pronoinn-ed 
then are words in Cantonese whii-h 
have six separate and distinct ujcaii- 
ings. Tile Chinese word "fan." for iu- 
j stance, may he so pronounced, or lalh- 
I er sung, as to mean six ditfereiit words 
I and sucb widely different ones as sleep, 
powder and aaamsaaoa.— Cprlacltohl 
Bepublican.
